HEARS 
PAPERS BY_ARGHITECTS 

Two Very Interesting Papers 
Read by Science Members 

Last night at the Historical Club, 
the annual architect's night took 
Mace. Two papers of extreme inter- 
fst were read by the archltectnral 



members and illustrated by lantern 

slides. 

The first paper read was by Mr. 
LawBon on Oraftsmaasbip in the Mld- 
jlle Ages. Here he traced the history 
of art in its various forms Hhowin^r 
the effect which t'.ie thought and pol- 
iticK ,,( the tine b;id bad upon tlie 
evolution or architectural style In its 
different periods. 

The writer eonnnenced with the Ro- 
manestjue style attd showed how It 
had branched into liyxantlne .md C,o- 
thic, the one being the eastern, ths 
other the western product. Some 



special features of each style and 
j perio<l were used for illustrative pur- 
j poses, such as the great cathedral 
I .St. Mark's, of which several excelled i 
slides were shown. Perhaps the most 
outstnmiing feature of the period was j 
the very great use of mosaics. Of | 
special interest were the descriptions I 
of the evolution of ornamental work 
as seen on medieval doors. 

The second paper was read by Mr. i 
Hyde on the general ttitle of Medie- 
val Furniture. Mr, Hyde started; 
however, with the earliest evidence of j 
furniture and traced its history up 
to the close of the medieval perirsl. 
He iliBcribed the furniture used by 
the various nations in early times, j 
and showed how ttie domestic life of ^ 
the period affected very materially 
the forms of chairs, beds, etc. |

ing of the Intercollegiate Socialist 
society at which several working stti- 
deots recounted their personal ex- 
periences in the boarding houses.

For this work hired rirls are 
paid $4.00 a week and hoard. wh"re-

ly paid to students is seven to nine 
cents an hour. 

'•The Cause for this is the fact that 
there are such long lists of student* 
ready to work under any conditions 
because they are unable to make op- 
ganlzed demands. If a student does 
not work hard enoiiph to suit the 
boardimr iioiise keeper or j^rowls a- 
bout whit he fTi'ts. he is tired per- 
emptorily, A Call to the labor bur- 
eaus usually brinps h<ilf a dozen of 
applicants for his position. 

"Freshmen because of their Ignor- 
ance of conditions suffer more than 
others by this system. 

"Of cour.-;i', th'-re are exceptions, 
such .IS f'.ie pl.iri- at which T am noW. 
employed. Unfortunately there are 
not many other places like it."
